law school of the University of Nebraska. 
1 The repeal of the Sherman law is the 
vi fret step advocated by Judge Grosscup in the 
1 way of anti-trust legislation; then he would 

; have such wise laws enacted as would elim- 

; inate the opportunity for wrongdoing by big 

: corporations and give.them the confidence 
174 of the general public. 

The present lack of confidence by the peo- 
ple at large, Judge Grosscup held, leads to 
the greatest danger in the commercial com- 
bines, encouraging monopoly and permit- 
ting the few to control all industries. Thie 
must be done away with, and the people 
. induced to invest their savings in the vari- 
it ous business concerns, and thus share in 
i the general prosperity, the profits of which 

are now going to the stockholders in the 


trusts. 
ta That the smaller manufacturers who sold 
1 out to the combines instead of investing 
1. the money received in the new company, 
4 placed it in savings banks or loaned it out at 
1 mall interest was to be deplored, Judge 
i Grosscup said. He said that the deposits

ceeds by $1,000,000 the cobined par value of 
Mie principal stocks listed on the New York 
exchange.

“I exclude also the large private enter- 
prises, such at department stores. The atti- 
tude of the general public toward these, 
though interesting, is fundamentally differ- 
ent from its attitude toward the so-called 
trusts. Large private enterprise is the legi- 
timate fruit of the freedom of the individual 
—a freedom as ancient as socilety—a free- 
dom that the public, even when most over- 
heated, has never yet seriously challenged. 
The so-called trusts are, on the other hand, 
the offspring of our own times, created un- 
der corporation statutes framed by our own 
legislatures, and dependent for their exist- 
ence upon the.continued existence of the 
corporate power thus given. 

Nor do I seek, on this occasion, a defini+ 
tion applicable to trusts that would ‘be ac- 
cepted in a court’of law; nor one that would 
meet the mind of industrial experts. My 
sole purpose is to meet and discuss the sub- 
ject, not as it lies in the mindiof the specially 
informed, but as it lies in the mind of the 
public at large. | ey 


Evolution in the ustries. 


“When I was a boy in Ohio, less than 
thirty-five years ago, we baked our bread 
on our own hearth, or got it from the town 
baker; the flour came from the towh ‘mil; 
our shoes were made by our neighbor, the 
shoemaker; from a loom turned by the town 
creek came the cloth that covered our backs; 
a nail mill in an adjoining town supplied us 
with nails and other metal implements. We 
were without radiators, but our stoves were 
made in the next county; our houses were 
built by the town carpenter, ef lumber sawed’ 
in the town mill; every hand was the 
hammering, the hum, and the bustle of the 
individual artisan. The community might 
have existed as an inaccessible island, it 
was so well equipped to take care of itself. 
Of course, beyond the circle here the earth 
and sky met was the great world, but it 
was an almost unknown world, 

“The years crept away, and with them 
went the shops with the familiar signs. The

All this was a step in the march of in- 
dustrial development. Its results seem io 
you not abnormal, for you were born into 
the world as things now are. But. in its 
elimination of the individual from the me- 
chanical trades; in its change of the whole 
face of town and country life; in its so-called 
factory questions, it kindled anxieties that 
unsettled the confidence of your fathers, as 
much as our later anxieties) have unsettled 
yours. 

“The change of which I have just spoken, 
did not bring in the trusts, as you understand 
them; but it was the beginning of the so- 
called trust. It created the conditions, and 
furnished the constituents, on which the 
trust was subsequently builded. The process 
we call consolidation is a continuation only 
of the processes that set in when our neigh- 
bor, the shoemaker, took do his sign, and

One day, early in your times, there en- 
tered the industrial world a new kind of 
craftsman. Looking about, he saw the 
needs of mankind were supplied from mills 
and factories, great and small, scattered 
over the land.

He then did a 
thing, simple enough in conception, though

Syndicates Assume Control. 

„The conception, thus set on foot, present- 
ed itself to the financial world in the form 
of stocks, preferred and common; the for- 
mer, theoretically, covering the present 
value of the property, the latter the ex- 
pected increase of value to be brought about 
by the craftsman’s joinery, The old own- 
ers stepped out, except as they retained some 
portion of the stock of the consolidated com- 
panies. The new ownership was financed 
by syndicates and banks. And thus set in 
the development that is rapidly taking away 
from the people at large the ownership of the 
properties we call the industries of the coun- 
try. | 

Other craftsmen came. Other workshops, | 
great and small, without an outward sign of 
change, surrendered their individuality for 
a place in one of the great industrial fam- 
ilies. The secret was out, the fashion set,

This was nothing less than industrial 
revolution, not only in semblance but in 
deeper significance. Revolution always ex- 
cites concern.

Where will 
it leave the artisan, the merchant, the small 
manufacturer, my neighbors, generally? Is 
industrial liberty for them gone? Are they 
henceforth—they and their children—sen- 


tenced to hard service with no hope of event- | 


ual emanicipation? | | 
Shermdn Law Is ced. 


“The answer to these questions was the 
act of congress of July 2, 1890, commonly 
known as the Sherman anti-trust law, As 
interpreted by the Supreme court, that act 
embodied a public purpose, unwisely formed, 
I think, to deal with the so-called trusts on 
no basis other than that of extermination— 
to cut them out root and branch—to sweep 
the land with a decree like Herod’s, that no 
child of consolidation should be found to 
have escaped. | 

We are now well into the thirteenth year 
since the passage of the Sherman act. In its 
means of enforcement, as well as in its pur- 
pose, the act was as comprehensive as lan- 
guage could make it. It withheld no power, 
civil or criminal, that the lawmakers thought 
would contribute to the complete eradication 
of the supposed evil. It had been preceded, 
in Texas, Kansas, Michigan, and Maine, by 
state laws directed to the same end; and was 
quickly followed by like laws in one-half the 
other states, including New York, Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa, and the 
west generally. Thus, so far as enactments 
make law, the law, both national and state, 
has, for a period three times longer than dt 
took to put down the rebellion, been in battle 
une against the so-called trusts. | | 

Have these organizations been extin- 
guished? Has the trust idea abated? Let 
me answer by calling but a partial roll of 
those organized since the Sherman law went 
into effect. There is the American Window 
Glass company, created in 1895, five years 
after the Sherman act. There, too, is the 
Continental Tobacco company, 1898; the Tin- 
plate company, 1898; the Amalgamated Cop- 
per company, 1899; the American Radiator, 
1899; the National Salt, 1899; the Interna- 
tional Plate Glass, 1900; the International 
Salt, 1901; the Consolidated Tobacco, 1901; 
the United States Steel, 1901; the Corn Prod- 
ucts, 1901; and many others that come readi- 
ly to mind. An inspection made by me, of a 
list Of 112 of the leading so-called trusts in 
the United States, shows that all but thir- 
teen have been created since the passage of 
the Sherman act. | | 4 

Extermination Held Unwise. 

May we not, confronted by such a spec- 
tacle, pause to induire if this. method of 
dealing with the so-called trusts—this policy 
of extermination or nothing—is, after all, on 
solid ground? Can a development so per- 
sistent be entirely unnatural? Can we, by 
law of congress, successfully repeal what 
appears to be a fixed law of industrial econ- 
omy? Is this instinct of fle time, properly 
safeguarded, really in confllet with the pub- 
lic welfare? | | 

“It is urged sometimes that the consoli- 
dation idea, when fully attained. will make 
harder the conditions of ordinary life. is

that true? If true, the indictment should 
stand. But I can only judge thé future by 
the past; and, seeking some specific analogy, 
I know nothing in the past so nearly anaio- 
gous as the beginnings and growth of the 
‘railroad systems of the country. 
“'Railrodds began as small local enter- 
rises. In the start they were the steam 
highways between neighboring towns and 
cities; resembling, in that respect, the pres- 
ent interurban trolley systems. For exam- 
ple, what constitutes now the trunk line of 
the New York Central from New York to 
Buffalo was originally seven or eight inde- 
pendent lines, one between New York and 
Albany, another from Albany to Schenec- 
tady, another from Schenectady to Utica, an- 
other from Utica to Syracuse, another from 
Syracuse to Canandaigua, another from 
Canandaigua to Rochester, and still an- 
other from Rochester to Buffalo.

Who of this generation would now go 
back to the railways of our fathers? Who, 
except the irresponsible agitator, stops to 
question even the private fortunes picked up 
in the process of consolidation? Who, in- 
deed, looks upon the railway system thus 
consolidated as other than the norma! state 
of such affairs—the necessary and beneficial 
outcome of railway evolution?

we turn in the survey of development under 
economic law, it will be found that mankind 
hag always been helped. | - 
There are men now living’ who were alive 
when the duke of Wellington was the first 
citizen of thé world. They have lived 
through the individual .changes many of 
them bitterly opposed, out of which have 
come the present day conveniences of life— 
conveniences that, in the matter of substan- 
tial comforts, give to the well paid Amer- 
ican workman miore than the duke himself 
possessed. The duke had finer mahogany and 
better plate, but the breakfast table of the 
American has fruits and cereals, meats and 
pay i that all the ships of England could 
not have gathered for her great soldier. The 
duke had robes and sashes, such as the 
American perhaps has never seen; but in 
the quality that gives comfort, the Sunday 
suit of the American surpasses any clothes 
ihe duke put on. The duke had all England 
to choose from in the selection of his dwell-. 
ing. He built it on a public park—a park 
ree alike to the eyes and feet, of the com- 
monest Englishman—a park not surpassing 
in beauty those of a hundred cities in Amer- 
ica; not the equal of the natural landscapes 
that by rail or street cars are open every 
hour of every day to him who has eyes to 
see and a heart to enjoy. We are all heirs,

„It is sometimes urged that the growth 
of the so-caled trusts shows a tendency to 
lessen wages. On the contrary, a paper pre- 
pared by Prof. Jenks and issued by the de- 
partment of labor in July, 1900, shows that 
wages in general had in 1900 reached and in 
some cases passed the former high level of 
1892, and that the wages paid by the so- 
called trusts were not exceeded by those paid 
vy the large private manufacturing corpora- 

tions. I think it can be fairly added, from a 
study of the tables furnished, that the wages 
paid by the so-called trusts are in fact larger 
than those paid by private enterprises. Since 
1 wages have been still further advanced, 
while the hours of toil have been lessened. 
Perhaps the chief objection urged is that 
— consolidation idea increases the cost of 
living. The cost of living has unquestionably 
ingreased, and it is but natural to put the 
blame on the most likely culprit in sight. 
But let us look again at the facts. I go to 
the bulletin of the department of labor for 
March, 1902, to find a comparison of prices 
between 1901 and the average preceding ten 
years. In clothes there was an average in- 
crease of but two-tenths of 1 per cent, in 
foods of 5 per cent, in metals and ordinary 
implements 10 per cent, in house furnishing 
goods 10 per cent, and in the other ordinary.

But let the increases be what they may. 
e question is not, have prices advanced 
t have they advanced to figures that in- 
dividual manufacturers would not, under 
the law of supply. and demand, have exact- 
ed?

1 no obstacle, myself, in the way of ef- 
feetive legislation, or of effective execution 
of the common law, that will adequately pro- 
tept the public against prices that are arti- 
ficlal—- prices made possible, either by a cor- 
ring of the supply or by conspiracies in

We often hear, as an objection, that 
e capital of the so-called trusts is large; 
cht such concentration of capital, in one 


control, unsettles our conception of what a 
single individual may own; that, as in the

portance, with the fiscal transactions of the 
government itself. | 

To my mind this is largely an inherited 
, bugbear, brought over from the days of 
smaller things. We live in an age of large 
things. If we wish to go back to the day 
of small things we must be prepared to put 
up with the inconveniences and limitations of 

days. 


Great Leaders Are Necessary. 


In the nature of things, great enter- 
prises must be under a few controlling 
minds; and, I ask, who so worthy of power— 
h or elsewhere—as the man who, by sheer 
buoyancy of talent, has come to the top? 
By what safer guide could the controlling 

nd of a great industry be selected? Whom, 
for instance, could the 27,000 men employed 
in the establishment of the late Philip Ar- 

our have found so well equipped by experi- 
ence and genius to direct their establish- 
ment? What would have been the out- 
come had the owner of that establishment 
turned it over to his employés, to be their 
own in equal parts, and managed thereafter 
as an industrial democracy? Set apart to 
some work for mankind, we all are; and 
though some rise to an ownership and re- 
sponsibilities that appear vast, they are in 
the last analysis trusteeships only—trusts 
that cannot be resigned unless the power 

lat goes with them is also relinquished? . 

But though the objections reviewed be 
— — it does not follow that the so- 
called trustsy as they now exist, are with- 
out menace ta our welfare. Indeed, the real 
danger, as I have already indicated, lies 
deeper than any consideration of prices 
charged or distrust aroused. It goes to the 
foundations of our society as a republican 
people: Unless, by timely and courageous 
measures we undo the danger, the danger 
will, in my judgment, go far toward undoing 
ug, and our present institutions.

Danger in Public’s Attitude. 


„A widespread withdrawal, by the peo- 
ple at large, from general ownership in the 
properties of the country, cannot but be 
fraught with the gravest dangers. A few 
of these are so obvious that I need only in- 
dicate them. Such withdrawal! will dimin- 
ish, if not destroy, popular interest in na- 
tional prosperity; for, from those only who 
have a stake in prosperity can we expect 
great interest. It will kill off competition; 
for the competitor of the trusts must itseif 
be a trust, and there will be no independent 
field from which to recruit the means to 
create such competitor. It will discourage 
still further the wage earner in any hope of 
becoming part owner, and thus deepen and 
widen the existing gulf between wealth and 
labor. It will sap to its foundation the real 
strength of government; for government 
must be built on the interests, as well as 
the affections, of the people governed. An 
industrial system subject to such indict- 
ti is a rising menace dees government 

self. | | 

“The remedy, in general terms, it is not 
difficult to state. The first thing to do is 
to abandon the present policy of outlawry 
and extermination. That policy has failed. 
It has failed through conditions that can- 
not be removed by law. Replace the old 
policy by a new, under which industrial 
corporations, subjected to restraints against 
artificial prices, will be made, in organiza- 
tion and management, to invite, and worthily 
invite, the confidence and copartnership of all 
the people of the country. | 

“To suggest concrete legislation is per- 
haps more difficult. It should include the re- 
peal of the Sherman act. Logically and im- 
partially enforced, that act forbids twe gro- 
cers on opposite corners of the street from 
forming a copartnership to save expenses; 
partially enforced, it, puts the industries of 
the land at the mercy, not of the law, but of 
the officers of the law. | pe 

The legislation that replaces it should 
provide against artificial prices, brought 
about either by a cornering of the supply or 
by conspiracy; and also against discrimina- 
tion in prices as to either buyers or places, 
except as affected by actual transportation 
rates. There should be provision for open 
books; for stated examinations by some de- 
partment of the government; and for period- 
ical statements to the public, as in the case 
of national banks and many of the railway 
companies. 

“The new legislation should forbid the 
issue of primary stock in excess of the cash 
paid in or the real value of property con- 
tributed to make up the company’s assets. 
Some department of the government should 
be charged—as between the company and 
the public—with the duty to see that this 
limitation was enforced. 


Stock Must Represent Value. 


„Provision should, of course, be made for 
further issues of stock as the value of the 
property increases, but such issue as is 
‘based not on subsequently acquired prop- 
erty but upon increased vdlue, due to man- 
agement and operation, should besecondary 
always to the first, and should be put out 
only after judgment, by the appropriate de- 
parment, that it was justified by the earn- 
ings and standing of the company. 

Jo the extent that such subsequent issues 
represent increased value, due to manage- 
ment and operation, I would encourage, by 
every feasible method, its division in fair 
proportions between those who have fur- 
nished the capital and those who have done 
the work. I would embody the basis of such 
division in the contract of ineorporation, so 
that it would operate as a contract right and 
not as a mere bonus. Experience has shown 
that there is no way so satisfactorily to miti- 
gate the struggle between capital and labor 
and none so just aga fair division of the har- 
vest after both the reapers—capital and labor 
—has each had his reasonabie hire. 

“A program such as this is not, in my 
judgment, either radical or impracticable. 
It will be opposed, however, by those who 
look upon corporations pf any kind as a 
menace to public liberty, and by those who 
look upon restraint of corporations ef any 
kind as an invasion of industrial liberty. 
It. will be opposed by the men who are 
temperamentally apprehensive; by the 
men who believe the present good times to 
be due to present conditions, and deplore 
interference; and by the men who still wait 
their opportunity to get rich out of present 
methods of trust organization. It wlil be 
opposed by those who have given to the 
subject no study; by those who are 
incapable of giving it a candid 
study; and by those who thrive in prac- 
ticing frauds on public opinion. . It will fail 
until public opinion is reached and educated. 

But public opinion will; in the end, be 
reached and educated. It will be made to 
see that a country is not made great by 
becoming rich; that a government is not se- 
cure whose sole policy is to realize large 
dividends to capital and a large wage to 
laborers, and to keep the peace between 
them; that there must be found firmer 
depths than these for the foundations of per- 
manent security. We will then begin, in 
reality, to rebuild the industrial edifice—a 
new edifice, made necessary by the change 
of time—but on the old foundations. We 
will anchor it, where our fathers anchored

The matter was referred to a 
committee composed of H. J. Ullmann of 
Marsh, Ullmann & Co.; C. P. Whitney of 
Critchell, Miller, Whitney & Barbour; and

Chicago life insurance men believe that the 
litigation begun in Wisconsin to compel a 
leading New York life insurance company to 
refund a part of its surplus among the policy 
holders grows out of the agitation carried on 
by Dr. Fricke, the former insurance com- 
missioner of Wisconsin, who has made a 
hobby of the deferred dividend question. He 
issued a pamphlet recently suggesting such 
suits as this, and held that the Illinois law 
made a dividend period of longer than five 
years illegal. There has been a recent de- 
cision of the Appellate court of Alinois, how- 
ever, in a suit against the New York Life, in 
which this same point was involved, which 
held that the direction of the Illinois law as 
to five year ene was — and not 
mandatory. 


The committee of the atate insurance com- 
missioners has agreed with the representa- 
tives of the fraternal insurance orders that 
nothing shall be done with the proposed uni- 
form legislation for the regulation of frater- 
nals with the legislatures which shall meet 
this winter, and that the bill shall be per- 
rected in time for action in 1904. 

The conference of head. officials of the 
Modern Woodmen at Rock Island, which was 
attended by over a hundred officers, will end 
today after a four day session. There was a 
thorough discussion from all sides of the 
proposed increase in rates and the probable 
action of the head camp which meets in 
Indianapolis next year. With over a billion 
of insurance in force it is recognized that the 
action of the Woodmen will have much influ- 
ence on the current movement among the 
fraternals in favor of more adequate rates.

Director Sage reports that oats suffered | 
more than any other cereal from the effects 
of the unfavorable weather. returns 
indicate an average yield of thirty-one bush- 
els per acre, and the selling price is placed 


at 24 cents per bushel. The total crop is 
worth little more than half that of last year. 
The potato crop this year averages ninety- 
one bushels to the acre and the selling price 
is 34 cents. The total yield is over a million 
bushels short of last year.

CROP REPORT FOR ILLINOIS. 


Winter Wheat Acreage Smaller, but 
Condition Is Excellent-—-Corn 
Bres ka All Records. 


Springfield, In., Dec. 12.—[Spectal.]—The 
following data in regard to winter grain and 
corn was compiled from reports mailed to 
the Illinois department of agriculture by 
crop correspondents throughout the state on 


Winter wheat—A somewhat smaller area 
than last year is devoted to the 1903 crop, 
but 1,710,000 acres being reported, a de- 
ficiency of 5 per cent. In northern Illinois 
the area seeded was 40,000 acres; in central 
Illinois 778,000 acres, and in the southern 
division of the state 897,000 acres. The Dec. 
1 condition of the crop is excellent, being 2 
points above a seasonable average. In 
central Illinois alone it is below an average, 

but slightly so, only 1 point. ee 
The warm, wet weather in some sections 
of the state has caused too nk growth, 
and in a few counties there is complaint of 
the plant jointing. Pasturing the crop has 
been resorted to in a number of instances to 
prevent this. 
Complain’of Hessian Fly. 
While complaint is made in a majority of 
the wheat growing counties of Hessian fly 
in the early wheat, the damage as yet has 
not been material, but may become so before 
harvest. Rygt in wheat is reported from two 
or three counties in the southern division of 
the state and wire worm from one, but the 
condition of the crop as a whole is en- 
couraging. 
Winter rye—A deficiency of 6 per cent in 
the area of the 1908 rye crop, as compared 
with that of 1902, is noted, but 112,000 acres 
being reported. The Dec. 1 condition of the 
crop is three points above an average. In 
a few counties Hessian fly is reported in the 
rye, but the damage to this crop from this 
cause in never great. 


Corn Crop Is Record Breaker. 
Corn— The Illinois corn crop of 1902 is a 
record breaker in regard to both yield and 
total value of the crop; although the price 
per bushel is not so high as it has some- 
times been. The increased acreage is quite 
evenly distributed over the state, the total 
area amounting to 8,199,000 acres, an in- 
crease over 1901 of over 121,000 acres. 

The average yield per acre of thirty-nine 
, bushels is considered above the average fora 
“term of years, and has been exceeded but 
three times in the crop history of the state. 
In northern Illinois the yield was thirty- 
six bushels per acre, in central Illjnois forty- 
five bushels, and in the southern division of 
the state thirty-one bushels. The corn crop 
of the northern grand division amounted to 
114.957.000 bushels; that of the central di- 
vision 161,003,000 bushels, and of the south- 
ern division 44,927,000 bushels, the crop for 
the entire state aggregating 320,977,000 bush- 
els, an increase of more than 16,000,000 bush- 
els over the crop of 1879, which has hereto- 
fore been the banner crop of the state. 

. Although the average price per bushel of 
95 cents is considerably less than received 
last year, it is nevertheless above the aver- 
age, and the total value of the crop at this 
price is $114,217,000.. By far the most re- 
munerative corn crop ever rai in Ul- 


nois. 
Quality of Crop Fair. 

While correspondents generally report a 
great deal of soft corn or else light and 
chaffy, their reports, when reduced to fig- 
ures, do not indicate such a poor quality of 
grain as their remarks. In northern Llinots 
the quality of corn compared to an average. 
is per cent, in central IIHnois 96 per cent, 
and in the southern division of rs state 94 
per cent, a state average of 91 per cent.
